The Greck word 
HUPERETESAS, here Tranſlated be bed Served, 
i: a Metaphor taken from Rewers,who ſerve the Vi- 
Jot in the ſafe pallage of the Vellel. This World. 
is a Sea, the Church is like a Ship cofled on the 
Sea, God is the Pilot, by whoſe Skill and Provi- 
dence that Ship is Stezred : He is pleaſed to 

; make vie of men as Under Rewers to Serve his 
* Pravidence. Whereas Dawid is here faid to 
Serve is own Generation ; That Expreſfion may 
imply two things. ( 1.) That he Served the 
People who Lived in the ſame Age in which he 
Lived ; for in that fenic is the word frequently 
al. d in the Scripture. No man can do Service 
for a Generation of men who were gone out of 
the World before he came into it. Nor can a- 
ny man do Service for thoſe that ſhall come in- 
to the Waild, after he is gone out ot it, except- 
ing what he did whilſt himf:If was here. 

( 2. ) A Generation is ſometimes taken for the 
Age of one man, as well as tor the men of one 

' Age. Thus when *tis faid, Devid Served his 
own Generation,this is intended, /c. that as long 

' @s he Lived in the World he continued to Serve 
- thoſe chat were his Contemporaries. He Lived 
[ ao be Seventy years old, and ſo long did he con- 
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Pavid Serving his Generation. 


tinue a Servant of his Generation. More: ve”, 
when it is affirmed, that He Served them by the 
Will of God, that may import: ( 1.) That he 
fulfilled the Decree of God in that Lis Service.
